tons were derermin’d 
ing with France touchip 
I fay, the Marquefs de Puifieux, who fhould have 

iven you @ pofitive Anfwer long before, and might 
ve given it you the common Way without putting 
you to a needlefs Trouble, fignified to the laudable 
Canton of Zurick, that he had Orders from his King 
to defite you to hold a Diet at Soluthurn, where he 
would acquaint you at large with his moft Chriftian 
Majefty’s Inventions: So all the Deputies of the 
laudable Helvetick Body wete oblig’d to repair to 
the Place where the Marquefs de Puifieux ordinarily 
Refides, that they might learn what thofe Intentions 
were: And he who is an Ambaffador fent to you,and 
confequently is under an Obligation of taking the. 
uiual Methods of addreffing himfelf to you, made 
you attend upon him, if I may dare to fay fo, juft as 


_ if you were his Dependants, 


He might have made fome amends for fuch a Pro- 
ceeding, had he granted your Demands at Soluthurn, 
and fecur’d your Peace and Tranquility by giving 

ou proper Affuranées in relation to your Frontiers : 

ut France had no fuch Intention ; this was incon- 
fiftent with their Defigns upon your Liberty ; they 
would not break the Schemes they had_ laid for its 
Deftruction. *Tis true the Marquefs de Puifieux, in. 
his Speech of the 18th of this Month,» affures you of 
his King’s Affection for you, promifes you bis Neigh- 
bourhood fhall always be advantagions to you, and 
give you juit Grounds of Satisfaction ; he very pom- 
poully rs forth the Favours which, he pretends, you 
have receiv’d from him ; and thence infers, that you 
may for the future expect the like: But thefe are 
Words onlyjand yer are Words that tho’ they have 
a friendly Sound, ftill the Repetition of Favour,(which 
he fays you have receiv’d and will receive from 
France) carries an abufive and provoking Sence. Is 
fuch Language to be ufed to a powerful Nation, 
without whofe help France would perhaps be an 
Object of Piry, not,-as they are now, of Terror, in 
the Eyes of Europe ? But, Experience has inftructed 
you, how dangerous it is to be approach’d by them,. 
and thar they have made no other Ufe of the Neigh- 
bourhood they have.nfurp’d along your Frontiers, 
than. to endeavour to cramp the dans of your 
Refolutions, by feveral Impreflionsof Fear which 
they have induftrioufly try’d to fpread among you ; 


And in this very Speech, wherein the Marquefs de 

Puifieux affures you fo magnificently of his King’s’ 
Affection, he refufes you equitable things’ you 
defir'd of him; And in what manner does he make 

this Refufal? Truly in fuch a Manner as ought to 
excite your Indignation; becaufe,afrer he has granted. 
you nothing of what you demanded, he dares un- 
dertake to perfwade you, that the Offers he makes 
you, are the very Things you demanded of him. 

I will fay nothing of the Refervations and Equi- 
vocations, by which he eludes giving you intire Sa- 
tisfaction, on the fide of Germany ; I promife my 
felf, that thofe who are employ’d by’ his Imperial 


gain you the Refpect and Efteem of all the reft.of “Majefty, will make you thoroughly fenfible of his 


Artifice. I will only tell you, that he, knowing the 
Emperor gannot, becaufeof his Engagements with 
the Empire and his high Allies, yield to any thing 
that does but look like a Neutrality, puts fuch Re- 
fervations into all the Declarations he makes touch- 


ing the Socmriag. of the Places fituate on the fide of 
to come to a plain Underftand-serhe Lake of

fiance, as‘ will furnith the French 
with fufficient Pretences to fall upon thofe Places, the 
firft favourable 5 efpecially if by their 
Arts they gan prevail with part of your laudable Body 
to quit the Refolutions they have taken to preferve 
their Frontiers. oe: 

But, let me beg you, moft Illuftrious and moft pu- 
iffant Lords, to reflect on the Proceedings of the Mar+ 
quefs de Puifieux’in relation to Savoy :\He fays, you 
demanded as a Favour of his King, the Neutraliry 0 
a Trac&t of Country of a League in Extent on the 
fide of the Lake of Geneva; and this, he tells you, 
was all you defir’d. What a Condition are they in, 
who have.any Affair to negociate with France, fee- 
ing the Minifters of thar Court, without Shame or 
Scruple, offer to’ impofe upon you in things that 
were tranfacted in a publick Affembly, and are freth 
in remembrance? Is there a Man in Switzerland who 
is ignorant that you follicited a Neutrality for all Sa- 
voy ? But my former Anfwers to the Marquefs de 
Puifieux’s Pieces, fhew this is not the firft time I 
have'made appear to you, that he can affert his own 
Fictions to be real and publick Facts. , 5 

As for the Offer Francé makes, to entruft the Cha- 
blais andthe Fauffigni to your keeping, which the 
Marques de Puifieux calls a Sacrifice of the King’s 
juft Refentments to your Importunity, a Proof of his 
extream Condefcention to you; and fets forth the 
Merit ofit, ro incite, you go,Gratitude ; for, his 


Chriftian Majefty (he tells you) forefees all the Con- — 


fequences of it: As for what he propofes on this Sub- 
I fay, the true Defigns of France have not 
efcap’d your Penetration: You obferv’d immediately, 
that this Conde/cention, this Sacrifice, confifts only in 
engaging you to fupport that Monarch in his Ufur- 
pations ; and that fuch Offers, inftead of tending to 
your Security, are diredtly levell’d againft it. In 

lain Terms, moft Illuftrious and moft Puiffant 

ords, the King of France, knowing with how much 
Refolution and Probity you maintain your Engage- 
ments, is very fire that if you accept from his 
Hands the Chablais and Fauffigni, and undertake to 
guard them, you will do all you can to keep thofe 
Provinces for him againft all thofe who fhould pre- 
tend to attack them, and confequently Would hinder 
his Royal Highnefs, your Neghbour, your Friend, 
and your Ally, from taking Poffeflion of his Patri- 
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mony: He knows befides, that the guarding thofe 
2 Piovinces would weaken you, becaufe you would 
be eblig’d to employ many Forces in defending a 
Country that has not one Place of Strength in ir; and 
which lies &@ open to his Arms on all fides, that you 
could not hold ic out againft him longer than he 
thould think fir. But, twas not co Perfons fo clear- 
fighted as you, thacthe Marquefs de Puifieux fhould 
have addrefs'd himfelf wirh fuch Illufions ; ‘twas not 
to a Nation fo juft as yours that he fhould have pro- 

s'd, inthe Name of France, the guarding of the 
eerixories of a Prince, whofe Breaft is fiil'd with 
Efteem and Affection for you, and whole Neigh- 
bourhood was always agreeable to you, and never 
gave you any caufe of Jealoufie.
